Reagan vows to veto any 
attempt to cancel tax cut 



WASHINGTON (UPl) - Saying "I mean it." Presi- 
dent Reagan vowed Friday to veto any attempt to 
cancel the third year of his tax cut plan or other lax 
credits. 

Reagan made the remarks at a ceremony in the State 
Dining Room where he signed a 1982 "Stale of Small 
Business" report to Congress. 

The president referred to moves by his critics to 
_repeaHhe_10_perccnl_lax.cut-thatJs.due-to lake effect— 
■ JiuyJ and to wipeout tax Indexing, which paces Income 
tax brackets to Inflation. 

The "lax reforms arc critical to ourrecovery and we 
will not abide any tampering with them." Reagan said. 

"The third year of the lax cut ... and tax indexing will . 
benefit small business people and the average working 
families the most." he declared, 

"Their repeal would be a cruel blow, an unfair 
attempt to steal the just rewards of those Americana 
who carried us through the recession and the recov- 
ery." he said. 

"And I mean It when 1 say it. I will veto any attempt 
to'gct rid of those two tax cuts," he added. A burst of 
applause followed his remark. 



"This administration Is dedicated to rcslorinu and 
providing a free market economy." he said. "Wc can do 
this only in an economy free of inflation's scourge." 

Reagan said recent surveys show strong optimism In 
thesmail business community. 

"Success for small business and America arc one and 
the samc."hc said.

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. Calif.

The tourists have become a yearly 
phenomenon In their own right. They 
wlll.start their stakeout at daybreak . 
Saturday, scanning the sky for 
"scouts." the first tew brave swallows 
that blaze a trail for the flock that 
follows.

weather. 

"It's only happens once a year and 
they're not gong to let the wealhcr 
bother them." she said. 

She said the swallow's nests are 
located under the mission's caves and 
were spared damage from the series 
of winter storms that wreaked havoc 
■ elsewhere alongthe California coast. 

As the "scouts" sail into view, the 
mission bells sound, heralding 
another fabled return from the birds' 
winter haunt in Goya. Argentina. 
-Their trip from San Juan Caplstrano's 
sister city takes about six weeks and 
spans 6.000 miles. 

After the birds' arrival, a mass at 
the mission is scheduled. roUowed by 
day'long music and festivities that 
Include crowning the honorary king 



and queen of Spain. The day wUI be 
capped with the El Presldente Ball, a 
dance with a western theme. 

The swallows' punctual departure 
and return Inspired California song- 
writer Leon Rene to sit down In 1339 
and pen "When The Swallows Come 
Back To Capistrano."

Education is businesSy says speaker

JEROME - Arthur H. DeRosler Jr.. presi- 
dent of the College of Idaho, reminded Jerome 
Chamber of Commerce members Thursday 
night that education Is a business with a strong 
economic impactonaconfhiunity. 

Speaking to chamber members and guests" 
at the annual chamber banquet In the Jerome 
Kiks IxKlge." DcRosIcr said that at the C of 1. 
the Impact of about 80 percent of the school's 
budget falls dircclly on ihe city of Caldwell. He, 
noted that 70 percent of the college's annual 
expenditures are in the form of salaries.

thony. - Including diversions on

Introduced by the House State Af* 
fairs Committee on request of Rep. 
Vard Chatbum. R-Alblon. the latest 
bill Is practically Identical to the first 
draft, which lias been held on the 
House floor pending an attorriey gen- 
eral's opinion. Both bills have three 
major provisions: 
__ • Upstream., agricultural . and 
drinking water development would 
take precedence over power- 
generating rights along the Snake 
River system. 

• Removing the .Idaho Public 
Utilities Commission from supervis- 
ing utilities' water rights and the 
protection of those rights. 

' Both of the two provisions would 
tw rendered void if one is successfully 
struck down by a future court ruling. 

The subordination provision was

The Initial drafting - HB276 - had 
been held on the House floor ail this 
week awaiting an Informal attorney 
general's opinion on the constitution- 
ality of ihc proposed subordination.

But Deputy Attorwy General Robie 
Russell also advised legislators that 
HB276 should be redrafted so that all 
the provisions of the bill arc chan- 
neled Into the same section of the 
Idaho Code. 

The original bill spilt the provisions 
Into two sections — an act Russell 
warned could be struck down by some 
future court ruliilg. since bills 
normally address only one part of the 
code. 

"We were told that HB276 probably 
could have held up OK. but if there - 
was any doubt at all. itwould be worth 
redrafting it. thereby leaving no room- 
for chance." says Chatbum.

Meanwhile. Idaho Power officials 
arc continuing to consider filing suit
